The follo%viiif; is the report of au in- 


spection by Colonel Hey), U. H. A., of 
tliB Jshaioniil MiliUry Park at Gettys- 
burg, Pa., made August 2 lo 4, 1900. 


It ia the first inspection of this pai-k 


made by an olllcer o£ the Inspector Gen 
eral's Department, tvso pres'ious inspee 
lions having been tnade by the .Secretary 
of War iu person, one iu 1804 and one ii 


The park was established under the act 


of Congress approved February n, 189-j 


I placed under the charge of n com 


mission appointed by the Secretary ol 
War on May 31,1893, consinting of Lieut 
Col. John I1. .Nicholson, chairman, am! 
iliijura "Win. M. Robbins and Clias. A 
Richardson, two of whom served iu tin 
Union and one iu the Confederate arm 
luring the Civil War. 


The comujission rents three rooms foi 


jllice purposes and a stable. The ofllce 
die located iu the Winter building o 
Jhambersburg street, ui.d, though not 
considered adequate to the wants of tlit 
commission, they seerri to lie the best at 
taiuable and are convenient to the various 
mtels and lo visitors. Removal ot th 
Jllices to the park is not practicable, af 
the act of February 11, 189o, require.1- 
that Ihe commissioners shall have then 
otlice at Gettysburg. 


GKODSOS AND HO ADS. 


The three days battle of Gettysburg 


extended over an area of about 40 Hjuare 
miles, but the title of 1221.1 acres is at 
iresent vested in the Government. The 
commission hag so far completed 24 mili- 
aiy avenues with a total length of nearly 
4 miles, at au average cost of $8,43!) 5o 
jer mile, and one avenue is now under 
construction which will be 7.241 feet in 
ength and coat about $9,110 per mile, 
iviug a total cost for these 2o military 
ivenues of about $120,000. The expense 
ieems heavy, but no finer roads ave see 
inywhere and the superb condition in 
which they are kept stems to justify the 
amount expended on them. The com- 
missioners have in contemplation the con- 
truclion of 22 additional avenues with 
i combined length of 14 miles, and esti- 
mate that tuia work will require aboul 
100,000. 
The grounds are in tine condition, and 
he commissioners are entitled to great 
reditfor their painstaking care ir. keep- 
ng every thing in such admirable order. 
Regulations for the government of the 
jark are posted at the entrance of anum- 
ier of the avenues painted in large letters 
'n wooden tablets, and printed regula- 
iona are displayed in conspicuous places 
n Gettysburg aud furnished the guards 
or distribution. 
Those at present in 


orce were approved by the Secretary of 
iVar in 1895; and they are well observed. 


All the avenue aides have gutters of 


vbicli about 5,000 yards are paved, prin- 
ipally upon the grades liable to wash- 
uts, though it is intended to eventually 
ave the gutters ou both sides of all ave- 
ues. Four bridges and two culverts 
ave been constructed under contract on 
leline of the avenues at a cost of $3,852. 
'hey were all iu good condition. 


MILITARY POSITIONS. 


Prior to the acquisition of the park by 
he U.' S. Government from the Gettys- 
urg Battlefield Memorial Association, 


monuments had been erected to mark 
ositiona of 841 infantry regiments, 2"> 
avalry regiments, or brigades, and 07 
atteries. Since the commissioners took 
large in 1898 no monuments have been 
rected by them, there being no provision 
£ law allowing them such au expendi- 
ure. In all there are 447 monuments in 
lepark which have mostly beon erected 
y various States and by brigade, regi- 
leutal and other military organizations, 
lie commibsioners mark nil positions by 
aJalets and, in the case of batteries, also 
y guns. To August 1, 1900, they have 
rected 261 tablets and placed in position 
25 guns representing 98 batteries. The 
ablets are principally made of cast iron 
nd coat, in the aggregate $3,036.70. The 
uns are mounted on carriages of cast 
nd wrought iron set upon granite blocks 
uilt in and cemented upon stone foun- 
ation, and cost, including carriages, 
yramids, foundation stone and mount- 
:g, $99.50 each. There are also five ob- 
ervation, towers in tlie park, constructed 


'. steel with cast iron steps and floors, 
hich cost $2,196.75 each, except tower 
"o. 5, $3,260. They were ail in good 
oEdition. 
In marking the positions of the various 
ilitary organizations, entrenchments, 
tc., it is also the intention of the com- 
ission to restore the woodland, much 
£ which has been cut down, and to re- 


move all subsequent growths in open 
elds, which, did not previously exist, in 
rder that the battlefield may be ahown 


future generations as it was at the 


me of this great conflict. This will be 
ipecially interesting to students of mili- 
ary operations. 


BUSINESS METHODS. 


A large amount of work is done by 
ontract, embracing the grading and 
king of all the military avenues under 
leTelford system, building bridges and 
ulverts, construction of steel towers, 
manufacture and placing of gun car- 


riages, erecting avenue fences tnanufa 
turing of various kinds of rnatal tablet 
etc. 


During the past five ye.vrs 31 contract 


of this nature have boeu euiered into 
The necessary drawings iiud tracings t 
accompany specifications ara prepare 
by the eugmeer in chaige. At dale 
inspection, the contract woik iu progres 
included the construction ot one an 
one-hall miles of Telford roadway, ou 
stone bridge, two stone culverts, 
spring structure, 10,000 feel of avenu 
fencing and 10,000 feet of. post aud ra 
fencing. 
All contracts aud papers per 


laming thereto are neatly aud con 
veuieuily bound for ready reference. 


Materials and implements used by Ih 


employees oi the commission are usuall 
piuchased iu open market, the purchase 
being made upon orders signed by th 
eugmeer or chairman of the commission 


Tne records of the commission are i 


excellent suape aud very neatly au( 
systematically kept, and their coudilioi 
and lhat of the park indicates a ver 
efficient administration. 


.No funds are dibburaed by the coin 


mission, all payments being mude by th 
Disbursing Clerk of the War Depart 
meut on properly prepared, vouchers an 
pay rolls.

3. V., on board the U. S. A. Tranapor 
Logan, bound for Manila, steamed PU 
of New York Bay, amid the shriek o 
tug-boat whistles and the cheers ot nun 
dreds of people who had come from mile 
around to see tbeir eons and friends da 
part to fight ou foreign soil and whc 
would come back in a year or ao coverec 
with Rlory. 
Tugs, loaded with men 


women and children, followed us out as 
fur as .Sandy Hook, and would have gorn 
iarther only it was growing dark. 
Afle 


passing Sandy Hook some of the boy; 
retired to their bunks to rest, for ihe; 
weie tired from being up tha night be 
tore. Aa a great many of the boys of the 
-list aie trom New V'oik and Jersey Cil> 
ihey ,veie given the opportunity ot visit- 
ing their relatives and friends before 
staitiug on their long journey to the 
1'hilip irie1), while others remained 01 
deck watching the lights of Xew York 
City as they faded from view. The lira! 
few d,.yn at sea were very pleaaaut, uuti 
the 23rd, when we rau iuto a storm, am! 
then our troubles began, for as soon as 
the ship started to rock our g'.aniach 
started to turn, and ail you couid see on 
deck was soldier", with their hat in one 
hand, leaning over the railing throwing 
up all they had eaten m the last three 
days, 
and some of them wanted to 


throw up their jobs. But there was uo 
"Mister Captain, stop the ship, I want 
to get oil and walk." Some of the wavea 
sweptover the deck, aud it was rumorec 
lhat some of the boys slept wi'.h their life 
preservers on, for they thought sure the 
ship was going to sink. 


Wednesday, Nov. 29, was spent the 


sarna as previous daya, running around 
the boat, and every one was looking for 
ward for the 30th, for we were going to 
have a swell turkey dinner, for Miss 
Helen Gould made us a present of sev 
eral hundred turkeya'before leaving New 
York City, so we were all sure of getting 
one good meal on our trip from New 
York City to Manilla. 
And we all 


needed it, for all we had in the last ten 
daya was "Slum," or Sluuigullion. It is 
a degraded aoup found on all army trans- 
ports, and I wili endeavor to give you an 
idea what it Is made out of. They flrat 
fill the steam boiler with water, then put 
about, one peck of potatoes, more or less, 
the same amount of onions, a few carrots 
and about 50 IDS. of fresh meat, and af- 
ter this conglomeration has been boiled 
for about three hours they season it with 
red pepper and salt water, and this, they 
claim, ia a aure cure for sea-sickness. 
And this is what the boys of the 41st ate 
for forty-flve daya. And they were com- 
pelled to eat it or starve, for very few of 
them had any money, and what little 
hey did have was spent in a very short 
time, aa tbey charged three aud four 
prices for everything they had for sale In 
the ship's commissary, and it waa not 
ike where you could aay, "Well, if you 
lon't come down in your price I will go 
down to the next corner," for it waa a 
caae of buy or do without, and they knew 
t, ao they got all the money the boys 
lad in about three days. 


Thursday, Nov. 30.—Oar bill of fare 


for Thanksgiving consisted of the follow- 
ng: Turkey, turkey dressing, bread, 
butter, coffee, deasert, rice pudding and 
cranberries, so you see we had one fine 
meal lo laat us, forty-five days. 


Friday, Dec. 1.—Land was sighted at 


5 p. m. At first it looked just like a 
lazy atreak in the sby, but as we drew 
nearer to it it. proved to be land. It was 
Jape Saint Viuceul, where a noted col- 
ege is located. We passed it at 7 80 p. 
m., and many of the boys watched the 
•evolving light as ft faded from view. 


Sal urday, Dec 2 —We were awakened 


>arly by the Maaler-at-Arms, who said : 
•Come, boya, get up and aee the land- 
cape." 
We thought at flrst he was 


nly fooling, but aome one did look out, 


and, sure enough, we were in sight of 
and on both aides—the coast of Africa 
in one side and tbe coast of Spain and 
Portugal on the other, and at 7 30 a. m. 
we could plainly aee tbe while city of 
faiigiers on the African side, and the 
jity of Cadiz on the coaat of Spain. 
Mountains were to be seen on each side. 
At 8 a. m. we steamed into the harbor 
if Gibraltar and anohored. The qnaran- 
.iue officers were the Qrst to board us af- 
;er the Logan dropped anchor and tbey 
poke highly of the ship's order and 
ileanlineas. Steam launches and row- 
boats of all sizes came out to meet us to 
ow people ashore and sell fruit to the 
men, and tcey had fruits of all descrip- 
ion and sold it at a very reasonable 
irice. Shortly after we anchored they 
fired a national salute (twenty-one guna) 
which waa answered by the Logan's six- 
pounders. Tbe Arabs, who were selling 
be boys fruit and other articles, began 
rading fruit for blue clothes, and the 
aoys would throw them down either an 
old campaign hat or winter blouse and 
receive oranges, Bga, etc., in return. But 
it waa not loug before the Officer of the 
Day spotted them aud put an end to 
their way ot carrying on buaineas. We 
remained at Gibraltar until 4.30 p. m., 


when the Captain of the ship.guve orde 
to hoist away and we steamed out of tl 
harbor amid the cheers of hundreds 
Eagliah Jjcka on board the men-of-wa 
mid they cheered us until we were out o 
hearing, and all ot Ilia cheers were re 
turned by the noys of the Logan. Man 
ot ma boys alooit 011 dtsck and watclie 
Una place ot historical mterrai aa w 
steamed away, tor we never expect I 
sou it agiiu, as we s nil, u we avar do 
ruourn uy way on tiau Fiaucisco. On 
voyage from Gibraltar lo Alulu Wtislou 
Udya, and me only Uuea oc Aiucd i 
break tue monotony ot our aurrouuUlug 
during our sunny voyage turougu in 
suiootn waters or the Mediterranean wer 
Iho coasts ot A.g-jru, Tupoli aad Tunis 
and at oue time we wota muling uu 
law miles irom the cu,y ut Alicia.

and eventually he will probably be given 
an office in the Government of Luzon. 


He will not be deported to Guam or any 


other place, but will be kept under surveil- 
lance in Manila and its neighborhood, or 
wherever he may desire to go, until it is 
established that he means no treachery. 


He will 


freely with 
allowed to communicate 


his late associates in the 


endeavor which he ia expected to under- 
take to have them follow bis example. If 
he keeps faith the past will be forgiven 
and the aspirations for oflice which he will 
probably entertain 
will be gratified, so 


that the Government may make use of 
his executive ability aud so'cial influence. 


Agninaldo, however, will not be given 


an office in the immediate future, arid nb 
agreement or promise has been inade that 
be will be given an office at any time. 


Tha news of Agumaldo'e sweariuR al- 


legiance came in a cablegram from Gen- 
eral MacArtlmr to day, in part, as follows: 


"Since arrived at Manila Aguinaldo has 


been at Malacauau investigating condi- 
tiona in archipelago. 
He has relied almost 


entirely upon the instructive advice of 
Chief Justice Arellano. As a result, to-day 
he subscribed andawore to the declaration 
on page 11 of my annual report." 


Part of the cablegram has not 
been 


made public. 


Tho oath which Aguinaldo took ia as 


follows : 


"I, 
, hereby renounce aM allegi- 


ance to any and all so-called revolutionary 
goverumonts in the Philippine Iflauda 
and recognize and accept the supreme 
authority of the United States of America 
therein ; I do solernly swear that I will 
hoar true faith and allegiance to that Gov- 
ernment ; thai 1 will at all times conduct 
myself as a faithful and law-abiding citizen 
of the said lalauda, and will not, either 
directly 01 indirectly, hold correspondence 
ivith or give intelligence to an enamy of 
the United States, nor will I abet, harbor 
or protect, such enemy; that I impose upon 
myself these voluntary obligations without 
any mental reservations or purpose 01 
evasion, so help me God "

papers saya that the Bank of Gettyaburg, 
from 1814 to 1864, fifty years, made net 
earnings of $84,698,33, or aa average of 
$1,891 a year, an average of one and one- 
sixth per cent, a year on the capital of 
$145,150 ; but we presume the capital wae 
much smaller at the start. 


The institution was changed to a Na- 


tional Bank in 18(H, and in the 3(i years 
that have since elapsed thb profits have 
been $039,961.82, or an average of $17,775.- 
71 a year, more iu five years than in the ', 
half century before the war. On the capi-; 
tal tot* net earnings average therefore 
nearly 12£ per cent, per annum. In all 
3fa2 per cuiit. dividends were declared iu 
these 34 y^ara, $80,000 placed to surplus 
account and fiSS^O-l.SG carried aa undi- 
vided profits. 


During these thirty-six years Gettyaburg 


has made no pheuotmnal growth, nor has 
Adama county in general shown extraordi- 
nary advancement.

A bronze memorial tablet bearing the 


following inscription was placed iu the 
tower vestibule of the Church of the 
Prince of Peace last Thursday : 


This board marked the spot where Lt. 


Manning Livingston, ord U. S. Artillery, 
killed July 2, 1803, waa buneti during the 
engagement by ins soldiers. Preserved by 
bia tamily, it is placed here by bin siater, 
Mies Julia Livingston, November, ll»00. 


The tablet is 11 x 17 inches in size 


and on the one aide is framed in glass tho 
board referred to which is a common 
piece of pine with the name of Lieut, 
Livingston roughly cut upon it.

Tnrough the trying or 
deal of tbe tierce btutles anout Richmond 
and ol the terrible disaster of Fredencs- 
ourg and(Jhancelloraville, this young ruaa 
bore hiiiiseU in aucli a manner as to oom- 
omiid tbe respect and admiration of. ins 
lullow oflicura. Spared in all those lights, 
it waa bia late to die m the houroi victory 
and so, in the iirst wild charge made by 
the Uonfederata upon thy position ul 
Gen. Reynolds, during ihe Iirst day's light 
he was iU8',autly Killed at> bettystjuig oy 
u ritlt) ball.
